The  new  library  will  be  one  story  and  mezzanine,  steel  framed  building  with  concrete 
black  cavity  type  interior  walls  and  concrete  block  interior  partitions.  The  library  will 
seat  approximately  325  students.  It  is  to  have  two  seminar  rooms  seating  25  and  an  audio- 
visual room  seating  75.  It  will  have  a  work  room  and  book  storage  room  for  the  librarian 
and  enough  shelving  for  77,000  volumes.  In  addition  to  the  seminar  rooms,  which  can  be 
used  for  small  group  discussions,  individual  study  carrels  will  give  students  an  oppor- 
tunity for  independent  study.
